How to use the Library

The card catalogue to the Univer- 
sity Library will be found In caaos on 
the floor of the Reading Room of the 
Redpath Libisry. Entries for authors, 
subjects, and titles arc arranged in 
one alphabet and should bo consulted 
In the same way as the headings In 
an encyclopedia or a dictionary. Tho 
ordinary author card contains the fol- 
lowing entries: call number, author's 
name in J^ll, date of lil.s life, title of 
book, place and date of publication, 
paging and aizn. 

For a book by a certain author look 
■under Ihe name (printed In black on 
the first lino of the card), where yon 
will find his writings listed, with onu 
card for each book. 

For a book on a d';flnite subject 
look for th.) Hulijr-ol (printed in red on 
the first lino of the card), and you 
will find what the Lfbrary has.

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THE STUDENT AND THE DAILY. 

The attitude which some students take in regard to the 
' "Daily" provides food for thought, and even amusement, to 
those who are connected in any way witli the college publication, 
whether they be members of the managing or news boards or 
-on the staff. 

In the first place the average undergraduate does not seein 
to realize the immense amount of work* organization^ and plan- 
l^jiing necessary to issue a four page newspaper on the campus 
Ssix days a week for something like twenty -two weeks. Further. 



^^^re, some go .as farf^w; state that the paper is not a neces- 
sity and that a- notice board would do .iust as well.- Yet the ma- 
jority of these same undergraduates forsake the notice board 
and sometimes even lecturers, in order that they may read the 
"Daily". They criticize the paper for its gramitical and typo 
graphical errors forgetting that those who edit and set up the 
publication are not superhuman, being only ordinary mortals 

• like the rest of the student body. 

Stiil others insist that there is no news in the paper after 
the first week or so of the term has passed. They too forget, 
for in this case it only means that the novelty has worn off. As 
^^'a'iïmatter of fact there is every bit as much news but they have 
become so accustomed to reading the paper that they do not 
.realize that the news is there unless it happens to be about some 
; unusual event or about something sensational in character. 

Then we are accused of publishing news after it has ap- 
peared in the city newspapers. Truly this is a heinous offence! 
However we are forced to admit that this sometimes happens 
through the eagerness of students, and members of the staff and 
admisitration of the University, to give certain news items to 
the public press first. This is a regrettable feature and the 
-"Daily" would be only too glad to see it remedied as we feel that 
■^^^^suppoi't McGill as strongly and even more strongly than the 
city newspapers do — which is of course our duty — and that 
therefore it is onJy fair that all University news should be first 
, issued to the "Daily". 

There is yet another type of student who says, "Why don't 
you publish more .iokes?" Evidently he prefers a paper which 
- is composed àlmost entirely of "filler", one which, owing to the 
absence of news, is issued now and then. All we need do is point 
out that the "Daily" is not a funny paper. Its object is not to 
■ ,jnerely provide humor but to give the students the news of their 
^pllege and to lielp mold them into one great institution; to do 
' away with cliques and sectionalism ; and to make the undergi'a- 
duate realize that they are not here merely for their own selfish 
^|interests but for the good of the whole. 

We are glad to be able to say that we do not believe that 
most of OUI- ci'itics are really serious. It is me'rely human na 
ture to complain. Let us for example point out the following. It 
'' occasionally happens that the papers do not arrive at one or an 
pother of the various buildings before nine o'clock. Then it is 
ithat-sthere are looks of dismay and anxious remai'ks from the 
v. undergraduates. "Where is the 'Daily' this raoi-ning", they in 
^.v; '^guire of one anotlaer. And when the publication at last makes its 
jîll^elated arrival there is a wild scramble to obtain copies. 

This in itself is a most heartening sight for those whose 
duty, and pleasure, it is to be responsible for the unfailing and 
lUJgular appearance of the sheet. It makes them feel that the 
editing and publishing of a college daily is not such a thankless 
tofik after all.

The announcement contained in an issue of the Daily this 
week that the Player's Club is prepai-ing to i-esume activities 
for the season should be greeted with joy on all sides. The dif 
ficulties this small band of enthusiasts were compelled to face 
were manifold ; a distressing apathy on the part of the student 
toward drama or dramatic production, and the lack of a 
r stage and adequate staging facilities.

do not find tho subject wanted, look 
under other possible names than the 
one selected. Frequently, the catologuc 
will suggest which of alternative 
forms lias been used— for in.slance, it 
fill refer you from "Government" to 
"J'oritlcal >Sclence,',' ,.or from "Cram- 
mer" to "Language — Grammer." 
Sometimes. at the end of a set of sub- 
ject cards you will bo told to "see 
also" certain other headings where you 
win find additional related Informa- 
tion—for example. In addition to the 
books bearing the red subject heading 
"Education," you will be referred to 
additional Information under the 
headings "'Ai'ohltectural Education; 
Classical Education; Sclentlfli: Edu- 
cation, etc." 

Fiction, plays, and books with 
striking or unusual titles arc catalo- 
gued under tho title as well as by 
author. Societies are entered under 
their naines rind periodicals under 
their titles. Government publications 
are entered under the name of the 
country. For biogi-aphy look either 
under the name of the author of the 
book or under the name of the person 
written about. 

Colonred oarfls uie used for spechil 
purposes: blue cards for bibliograph- 
ies or lists of books on a subject or 
person; green for biography of an in- 
dividual; yellow for criticism or In- 
terpretation; plnlc for cards which 
are temporarily removed from tho 
Catiilogue . 

The stack Is not open to students 
In calling for'a book use the call slips 
l)rovlded: while for books to be used 
for Ijoolts to be drawn for home use 
in llie Ue.-idln;; Room only, and pink 
J'^ill in the cull number which appears 
at the upper left-hand corner of the 
card, being caroful to copy it exactly 
and to put in tho period, plus sign, 
or two parallel lines wlilch Indicate 
the si/.e of the boolc (octuva, quarto 
or folio) ; fill in tho author's name 
and title of the book; sign your name 
and address, and present aUp at the 
DoUvery Desk. Be sure to indicate any 
siieoial collection slumped on catulo 
gue card, sucli as "iilueker Ijlbrary." 

The shelves in the Reading Room 
contain various classes of books. En 
cyclopedias, dictionaries, and goneiial 
works of reference are on the north 
side. These may be consulted freely 
in the Reading Ruoni hut may not bo 
taken from the building. On the south 
side are books reserved for reference 
In Hpeclal courses. The shelves are 
numbered to correspond to the De 
partments and courses. For conditions 
under which these hooks may 'bo bor 
rowed consult the Desk Attendant. 
The shelves nearest the Delivery Desk 
contain new books added to the lAhr 
ary, 

Books In special demand are kept 
on the shelves behind the Delivery 
De.sk.

Library Regulations 
(Redpath Library^Building) 

The following regulations of tho 
Library Committee shoruld bo oibsorv- 
•d:— 

1— All Students, of sUl Faculties, 
Schools, and Departments who have 
paid their fees are entitled to read In 
tho Library and may borrow books 
(subject to tho regulations) to the 
num1)cr of three voliinics at one time. 

2 — Tho University Library Is closed 
on Sundays und on certain other holi- 
days, as noted In .the Calendar. With 
a few exceptions, which are posted In 
the Library at the appropriate tlino, it 
is open as follows: — 

(\i) —During .the session, from 
9 a.m. tni a p.m. and from 7 tilt 10 
p.m. On Saturdays, from » a.m. till 
5 p.m. •' 

(It) — During vacation, from !) a.m. 
till 5 p.m. On .Saturdays, from 9 a.m. 
till 1 p.m., except during; July and 
August, when tho Library la closed on 
Saturdays. 

3— All students who vvith to uae the 
Library muat firat prsMnt their Bur- 
car'a raceipt at tha Dali very Deak and 
fill in thair aignaturaa and addrata on 
a Borrower'a Ragiatar Card Any sub- 
Moqucnt change of ■ address muat be 
reported. 

4 — Graduates in any of the Facultle.s 
other than those registered In The 
School' of Groiduatc Studies, on mak 
'ng a deposit of $5, are ent tied to the 
use of the Library, subject, to tho 
same rules and conditions as students 

5 — Books may be taken from the 
Library only after they have been 
ohurgcd at the Delivery Desk borrow- 
ers who cannot attend personally mtist 
sign and date an order, giving the 
titles of the books desired. 

G— Books shelved in the reading 
room must not be taken from the 
rooms to whl-cli they have been as- 
signed; and after they have been used 
they must be returned promptly by 
readers to their proper places upon 
the shelves. 

7 — Before leav^'Ug the Library, read- 
ers must return to the attendant at 
the Delivery Desk books which have 
drawn from the stack for use in the 
reading room^. 

8— All persons using books remain 
responsible for tlhcm so long as the 
bool!s are charged to them, and bor- 
louers returning books -must see that 
their receipt is properly cancellad. 

9— Written or making ~ any mark 
■upon any book belonging to tho Li- 
brary Is uncondit onally forbidden. 
Any person found guilty of wilfully 
damn.glng any book in any war,8hnjl 
be excluded from the Library and 
shall be debarred from the use thereof 
for such time 'as the library Com 
mitlee may determine. 

10— Daniago to or loss of any books 
maps, or plates and injury of Uhrary 
nxtures, must be made good to the 
satisfaction of tihe LIbrar an and the 
Libia ry Committee. Damages, loss 
or injury, when the responsibility can- 
not ho traced, will be mode good out 
of (he caution money depoatted by the 
students with tho Rursar. 

11 — Shoiild any bonxjwer fall to 
return a book upon the date when Us 
return Is due, he may be uot'fled by 
postal and reqaiestod to return the 
hook. If the time has not been extend- 
ed or Uie book returned, after a fur- 
ther delay of at most three days, the 
book may be sent for by special mes- 
senger, at tho borrower's expense, or 
may bo replaced and paid for, In tho 
case of a- student, out of the caution 
money of such student; in tho case of 
graduates or other borrower's out of 
thoir library deposits. A fine of five 
cents for ordinary books and of twenty- 
five cents for reference books is im- 
posed for each day that a , book is 
overdue 

12— Before tho close of cacia session, 
students must return uninjured, or ,re. 
place to the satisfaction of the Llbraa- 
-lan, all books which Uioy have b ir- 

rowed . 

la— Silence must be strictly obsor- 
vcd in tho Library.' 

M— Infringement of any of tho ruiCM 
of tho Library will subject tho of- 
fender to a Husponsion of his privileges 
or to such otihor penally as tho na- 
ture of the case may require.

Bingham, director 
of athletico at Harvard, issued the fol- 
lowing statement In conjunction with 
the conclusion of tho agreement, which 
read, "and no change in tiio c»8enliul 
athletic relations of the three univer- 
siUes is contemplated," , that there 
would " be no change In the rules of 
eligibility, etc." He alsp. said, that the 
question relating to contests' between 
the three universities w.a8 left open. 

Mr. Bingham also slated that ath- 
letic relations between Princeton nnd 
Harvard were excellent,! denying that 
any brealc in athletic relations was 
probable, and that he was confident 
that nothing would arise to distur!} 
this dmlcable relationship.

Col- 
leges showfd th.it there was union. He 
went on to .«ny that there was the 
ercatest ncoil of n Col'lege Chapel and 
Library. Men come to learn to think 
and to investigate Truth but besides 
this they needed a splrlt\i.Tl home. 
There were, he added, iwonty-two 
Prcshmen, including Harano from 
Japan, and Musznai from Transyl- 
vania; Such a fact showed that al- 
reiady tbe world was looking up to this 
ns a scat of sound learning. 
■ Mr. Merlin D.nvies forcefully sang 
'The Death, of Nelson" at this point, 
'ind-ita an encore, rendered Longfel- 
low's "The Arrow and the Song". 

Sean RUchie in hi.-? customary jo- 
cular manner proposed the health of 
the guests. He noted that there were 
Doctors of Teaching, Preaching, and 
"those who practised It". There were 
two business men' whom he was glad 
to have wllh him loniplit .-us they p.ivc 
their utmost sympathy to the Minis- 
try. "Their pockets were full like our 
heads". He strongly supported Prin- 
cipal Smyth in the needs of the Col- 
lege. "Xow that they had seen Arts 
worthily housed, why not Theology? 
She is the Qnoon iif Pririicos, huroly 
she needs a Piilacc!" In closing he 
named Mr. Birks, Dr. Kexford and Dr, 
A. O. Dawson, to each of whom he 
gave an "honorary degree". Mr. Birks 
replied that a? i"li.iiiiii:m of tin- .Toint 
Board he liad .sumoihinK tn s.Ty and 
that was "not to oxpivi too much, too 
<HJick!" Ho Ihouglil the word "undeno- 
minational" was not constructive. He 
would rather see it "super-denomina- 
tional". If he were in Knpland ho 
would he .Niiclican. in Scotland he 
would lie I'ro.-iliyteri.an, in Ireland, "O. 
ye t;<idrs:" Standing in a former Wcs- 
leyan Cullogo, it would be allowed to 
make pcr.«(in:il experiences. There was 
II- need for an "Order of Tertians" in 
ihl.s Church. There was, too, a need 
o ..broiirien. fur uiily that way came 
he necessary liaining. Dr. lîexford, 
commenting on the United Church, 
said that this was the greatest moment 
In the Christian Church in Canada. 
He hoped that it wjis the start of the 
union nf all Protestant forces. Upon 
the Ktutlcni.'; \v;i.s the icsijonsihility of 
uniting. He advised them to put all 
ill-feeling behind them and then so 
strengthened they would be In a posi- 
tion to even ask the Anglicans to 
unite, and lie hiiii.«elf wh»; doing lii.s 
utmost and giving his greatest sym- 
patÈy In this cause. Dr. Dawson felt 
honored to have his name coupled as 
a guest. He had made a speech at 
his^Alma .Mater, the University of New 
Bruriswlck, and had been granted a 
Doctor's degree. He was soon goinK to 
St. John's to speak, for which speech 
he sincerely hoped he would be 
.knighted. The honour of speaking lo- 
jilght to such an assembly was In It- 
self sufficient He had worked, play- 
ed and had social inlercourst with his 
down-town business friends but tliey 
always seemed to part on the Church 
question, now it was possible to 
jolii' up with them in that In the 
United Chiu-ch of Canada. He told 
•the secret of Mr Curd's perpetual 
vouth. This geiilleman rises at C.30. 
breakfasts at U.dd and wallcs to work 
■so as to be in his office at 7 a.m. He 
hopes Principal Suiyth would i)artaki. 
of Uiis ii.-ci|)i'. Ill closing he forcibly 
Btated that tlie Cliurch must have men 
■who ' caii preuch. 

Dr. AVelsh, Dean of Graduate Stu- 
dies, said that tliey had now come to 
the real Imsiin b.' ul the evening, lor 
Jie was called upon tv toast the Stu- 
dents. There was a law in Phllosoi)hy 
which said that the present was gov- 
erned ,by the future, ilu then intro- 
duced the Students as the governing 
body. Under the precedent of Mr. 
%i»tù, he (Miciuiriid whether he should 
give a soiig or speech. There were 
cries of "Both!" Dr. Welsh then re- 
called some of the humorous college 
JiongB o£ the universities of -Scotland. 
■'r.hese met with the approval of all 
present. Students had to endure a lot 
BO -he would not impose l ui thtr, but 
he spoke of himself as being cosmo- 
politan. Born in Scotland, his only

name was Welsh! He contributed to 
the merriment by enuincraliiig some 
1 coUcgD howlers.

Students, he added, w.cro a necessity, 
for without them where would be the 
ProJosBors, the Senate, the Board of

,Banquet! "^HSre^was the uniting of 
three traditions ficjin the rtspcullvo 
colleges, and the result was to fgrin 
a fas greater .pne, which would live on 
now that jtliero had to come tibout so 
grcM- a change.

Anthony Comslotk, whose portly 
figure and flowing mutton-chop whl«- 
kors have furnished Inspinitlon {•»■ 
counllcs.s cartoonists, has been one of 
tho most widely dlacaissed flgiiroH in 
American life. Since George Itr>rnHrd 
Sha.w invented the lonn "Comstoc";- 
ery," In 1905, hl.M name has bi (;omc 
a byword to many people who !tnow 
little of his work.
